Ile returned to the eastern 
United States following the cam- 
paign, but returned to California 
to participate in the gold rush 
and, a few years later, set up one 
of the first ranches in the La 
Honda area. 

Mrs. Nealon’s husband was an 
official with the US Customs serv- 
ice for about 45 years prior to 
his . retirement, and subsequent 
moving to Menlo®Park. He was 
an enthusiastic baseball fan and 
concentrated his efforts on en- 
couraging that spdért among the 
younger people of the community. 

It was because of his efforts in 
this direction that Nealon park 
was named in his behalf when the 
city dequired it several years ago.

Wheeler Outlines 


After 40 years in public serv- 
ice, Admiral C. Julian Wheeler 
feels that now that he has time 
of his own, he would like to de- 
vote it to doing whatever he can 
for the community in which he 
lives, campaigners for the admiral 
explained this week. 

Since no single factor is of 
greater importance to the future 
of our country and of the world 
than the education of our children 
the admiral has stated in recent 
meetings, he has decided to run 
for the school district board. 


“Admiral Wheeler has found 
that a large segment of the com- 
funity feels that in the Menlo 
Park elementary schools, there is 
room for improvement in teach- 
ing practices,” a spokesman for 
him said this week. 

Since it is recognized among 
leading educators that “there is 
a high correlation between stu- 
dent’s reading difficulties and 
delinquencies,” he feels that 
greater emphasis should be 
placed upon remedial reading. 


He also feels that less stress 
should be placed upon social 
studies and more upon laying the 
groundwork for a sound, all- 
around understanding of history, 
he has explained in recent meet- 
ings. 

He considers that 
should be spared to provide the 
children of this elementary school 
district with the finest teachers 
obtainable, and everything neces- 
sary for the most adequate teach- 
ing facilities. 

Admiral Wheeler has stated re- 
peatedly that although he will 
support the $1.75 permissive tax 
rate, he is convinced that all of 
the above-mentioned facilities can 
be amply provided within $1.50 
per $100 assessed valuation tax 
rate.

Reason for Running/OK, Says Trio 


The “complete-education” pro- 
gram of Menlo Park elementary 
schools is paying off in the form 
of children who score far abovs 
the national average in the Three 
R’s. 

This was revealed here yester- 
day by James Black, John C. Dav-|} 
enport, and incumbent chairman 
Ben G. Holland, who are candi- 
dates for three vacancies on the 
district school board. 

“It is natural for al! of us 
these days,” they said, “to be 
concerned over the possibility | 
of costly frills in education, and 
over the chance that our chil- 
dren are not getting a good 
foundation in reading, writing 
and arithmetic.” 

“But,” they added in a joint 
statement, “look at the facts.” 

1. In a survey made last year by 
Dr. Glen Barnett of the Universi- 
ty of California’s department of 
education, tests on fundamentals 
showed that “in every case, pupils 
in the Menlo Park district exceed- 
ed the county average, and that 
average scores here were nearly 
a half grade above the national 
norms.” 

2. A repeat survey this year re- 
vealed that the Menlo students 
are doing even better now—‘“far 
better” than the national average 
in mathematical reasoning, read- 
ing comprehension and 
ocabulary. 

3. In the nationally-used and ac- 

cepted Iowa test, freshmen enter- 
ing Menlo-Atherton high school 
last year scored in the upper 15 
per cent of freshmen tested 
throughout the nation on compre- 
hensive tests covering all subject 
areas. 

4. At Menlo-Atherton, gradu- 
ates of the Menlo Park elementary 
schools outscored other freshmen 
in mathematics.

Down to Earth: 


Definitions of Words, Preparation of Land Are Keys to Successful Garden Planting 


By TERRY LEE 
Spring is the main planting sea- 
son and a busy time of year. 


Unfortunately, soil must be pre- 
pared before the gardener has the 
pleasure of covering fat seeds 
with soft earth, and this may take 
several weekends. 

In the case of a vegetable gar- 
den, every year shows an im- 
provement in the texture of the 
soil, for spading and the .action of 
roots break up clods into fine 
particles. 

What is more important is to 
continue adding commercial fer- 
tilizer to replace what the plants 
used up last year. A new bed will 
require spading, hoeing, raking, 
and the additién of peat moss or 
some other humus, as well as fer- 
tilizer. 

Once the ‘soil is ready, nei- 
ther sowing or setting out a 
plant can be done in haste. For 
both seeds and plants grow on- 
ly as well as they have been put 
into the ground. 


The third-year gardener knows 
the process and tools required and 
needs to make only a few trips to 
the garage. He also knows not to 
attempt too much in any one sea- 
son, and that it is fun to look for- 
ward to inaugurating new ones 
by and by. 


The gardener is often confused

In the case of 
publication of a best seller such 
as Herman Wouk’s “The Caine 
Mutiny,’ many members of the 
library must wait months in or- 
der to read the book. 

The rental unit ‘would provide 
the number of copies of a given 
book as requested on a rental 
basis. Rental charges would de- 
pend upon the cost of the books— 
4 cents a day for books under $3, 
with a minimum of 10 cents; 5 
cents a day for books costing more 


cents.

Broadcast: To scatter seed in all 
directions over a given area and 
to firm it into the soil.

Row: A shallow indentation of 
the ground in a straight line in 
which seeds are planted. Some- 
times called a drill. This suffices 
for the majority of seeds. 

Furrow: A row, opened by the 
blade of a hoe, two inches deep, 
for planting large seeds like 
beans and corn. The soil is drawn 
back over the seed and firmed 
with the flat side of the hoe.

pital, when they met last week at 
Palo Alto community center. 

The auxiliary is a group of wo- 
men gvho have organized to sup- 
port the council by volunteering 
their time and by arranging fund- 
raising events. The council ex- 
tends help to children in an area 
‘from Redwood City to Mountain 
View. 

“The council offers a unique 
program in that it coordinates all 
services—medical and those which 
are allied—to. effect the maximum 
habitation and rehabilitation of 
children, physically, mentally, and 
emotionally,” according to Mrs. 
Brainerd. 

FULL COVERAGE 

Medical care is given together 
with psychological case-work as 
well as physiotherapy, occupation- 
al therapy and speech and hear- 
ing therapy, where required by 
the child. 

Mrs. Brainerd told auxiliary 
members about the beautiful or- 
thopedic hospital, and described 
how approximately 435 guilds or 
groups of women support it and 
have helped it to grow to size and 
accomplishment, and most import- 
ant, into the hearts of a whole ci- 
ty. 

Twenty-four women originally 
banded together, Mrs. Brainerd 
said, and then, as more women 
joined in the effort, more: guilds 
were formed. It was intended to 
keep the guilds small to allow 
members to enjoy one another as 
friends while contributing their 
time and effort to the hospital. 
COORDINATING BOARD 

There is a coordinating board 
which passes upon all the projects 
of the various guilds and through 
which all information is given out. 
Generally, each guild puts on a 
fundraising event and other guilds 
and the publie support these. 

All guilds join in a yearly “pen- 
ny drive” which last year netted 
$110,000. Another project is the 
“April Garden Sale” with mem- 
bers growing and selling plants 
as well as other garden items. 

Four shops are maintained by 
the guilds: a thrift shop, a hospi- 
tality shop, a “Corner Cupboard” 
and a project shop. This last is 
where items made by guild mem- 
bers as a project are sold. 

Mrs. Brainerd told also about 
the “Operation Orthopedic” when 
the entire city of Seattle joined in 
moving day for the hospital when 
it outgrew its quarters. The move 
was made from downtown Seattle 
to a new building on 25 acres of 
land on a hill above the city. 
VOLUNTEERS 

Trucking and draying firms vol- 
untarily participated and on every 
vehicle used, police tied huge bal- 
loons. Thousands of volunteer 
workers, including guild members, 
| contributed hovrs of work before 
and during the move so that it 
was accomplished in six hours of 
work with virtually no break in 
hospital routine. 

The guild idea of support was 
recommended by Mrs. Brainerd 
as a means of aiding the local 
Children’s Health council, and she 
expressed the hope that groups 
| hearing about the aims and needs 
of the council would form such 
| guilds. 
| Mrs. Brainerd spoke also before 
| the Couples’ clubs of the Menlo 
| Park Presbyterian church and 
| Woodside Community church this 
past week. Other local groups who 
have been approached include Lit- 
| tle House, Chi Omega alumnae 
|}and the Menlo-Atherton AWVS 
| unit.
